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DETAILED ACTION 


Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because: 

a. Reference number " 1 5" referred to in the specification on page 9 is not found in 
figure 1. 

b. Reference numbers "54a" and "54b" referred to in the specification on page 16, 
lines 10-11 are not shown in figure 3. 

c. The end mirrors shown in figure 4 do not have reference numbers assigned to 
them. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 


Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. The specification refers to claim numbers several times (such as on page 1 , lines 

5-10). Such reference to claim numbers in the specification is improper. 
Appropriate correction is required. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The wording of independent claims 1 and 10 are generally confusing and vague. 
Examiner is unsure which method steps Applicant is attempting to claim. Furthermore, no order 
is provided in which to perform the various steps. For example, how is the step of "heating by 
means of radiation absorption" related to the step of "thermal conduction in order to generate a 
power-dependent temperature distribution"? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Friede et al '750. 
With respect to claims 1 and 4-10, Friede teaches a method for compensating thermal 

optical effects, wherein optical elements having at least two different material properties (14, 15, 
and 41) are used in cooperation in the beam path for the purpose of optical compensation, 
heating by means of radiation absorption (16), thermal conduction in order to generate a power- 
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dependent temperature distribution, and thermal dispersion in order to generate a thermal lens are 
distributed for the purpose of compensation over the different elements. 

With respect to claims 2 and 3, Friede teaches one of the optical elements (41) being 
brought as an optically transparent compensation medium in the beam path on both sides into 
mechanical contact with a likewise optically transparent solid body as a further element (16), and 
the further element has a prescribed radiation absorption.
